TORONTO, Oct. 12.—(CP)— 
Premier Drew and his Progres- 
sive Conservative government 
were absolved last night in a 
Royal Commission report by Mr. 
Justice A. M. Lebel of establish- 
ing a secret political police of- 
fice as charged by E. B. Jolliffe, 
Ontario CCF leader. 

Mr. Justice Lebel found that the 
charges, made in the June 4 Ont- 
ario election campaign, “were 
specific with respect to deliberate 
end wilful acts of wrongdoing by 
Mr. Drew and his government” and 
“I have concluded there were no 
such deliberate and wilful acts.” 

Mr. Jolliffe named Consiable 
William J. Osborne-Dempster of 
the provincial police as head of the 
secret political police organization 
he said had its headquarters at 18 
Surrey Place, near the government 
offices at Queen's Park.

ers now in the Nuernberg jail. 


HOPES ESCAPE DEATH 


The new development tended to 
confirm persistent reports that Hess | 
hoped to avoid trial entirely or at 
least escape a death sentence by 
pleading insanity 

He had been under constant ob 
servation by British ailienists 
since the night in May, 1942, when 
he parachuted into a lonely Scot- 
tish moor and informed English 
officiats that he had come to 
“save” Britain, 


Guarded announcements by Brit- 
ish government spokesmen since 
that time indicated that the beetle- | 
browed Number Two Nazi brought 
with him a proposal that Britain 
join Germany 
against Russia. 


TO MAKE REPORT 


A group of British army psychia- 
trists accompanied Hess from Eng- 
Jand to Nuernberg for the trial. It 
was understood that Kelly would 
compare findings with them and 
issue a public report on Hess’ men- 
tal condition, possibly within the 
next few days.
